IMPORTATION OF VEHICLES OF USG PERSONNEL NOT ASSIGNED TO THAILAND, 
IN THE NAMES OF THE INDIVIDUAL OWNERS, IS NOT GOING TO 

BE FORMALLY APPROVED NOR DISAPPROVED BY RTG. 

3. EXECUTIVE SECRETARY OF RTG CUSTOMS HAS UNOFFICIALLY SUGGESTED 
HARRICK VEHICLE BE SHIPPED INTO THAILAND AS OFFICIAL U.S. GOVERN- 
MENT VEHICLE AND BE CONSIGNED TO AMERICAN EMBASSY. CUSTOMS 
CLEARANCE WOULD THEN BE ROUTINE MATTER AND VEHICLES COULD BE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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STORED IN BANGKOK UNTIL END OF EMERGENCY IN PHNOM PENH, OR 
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UNTIL DEPARTURE OF EMPLOYEE FROM POST.
